The streets to remain unsprinkled are St. 
Charles street, from Third to Fourteenth 
streets; Locust street, from Fourteenth to 
Thirty- ‘fifth stree hestnut street, from 
Fourth to Twelfth streets: Pine street, from 
Twelfth to Grand avenue; ‘Olive street, from 
Grand to Taylor avenue; Delmar avenue, 
from Taylor to Uniop avenues; Ninth street, 
from Washington to Bremen avenues; 
North Broadway, from Bremen te Morrin 
avenues; Garrison avenue, from Pine street 
to Easton avenue; Jefferson avenue, from 
Washington avenue south to Keokuk street; 
South roadway, from Keokuk street to 
Osceola street; Osceola street, from Broad- 
way to Virginia avenue; Virginia avenue, 
from Osceola to Dover streets; Michigan av- 
enue, from Dover to Davis streets; Lafay- 
ette avenue, from Mississippi to Grand ave- 
nues; Arsenal street, from Ninth street to 
Jefferson avenue; Grand avenue, from Eas- 
ton avenue to Tower Grove Park.

WASHINGTON, D. C. March 19.—Offic- 
lals of the Internal Revenue Bureau are re 
gretting that.there is no provision to reach 
the incomés of non-residents derived from 


interest upon railroad and other American 
securities. The bill as passed by the House 
provided that interest upon the bonds of cor- 
rations showld be regarded as net earn- 
ngs, and that 2 per cent should be deducted 
from the amount to be paid by the corpora- 
tions to the holders of their bonds, whether 
residents or not, but the Senate chan 
this to exempt all interest on bonds or other 
indebtedness. The clause excludes the for- 
eign bond-holders, while compelling the res- 
ident bond-holders to pay. In the case of 
railroads the interest on bonded indebted- 
ness exceeds several times the net earnings, 
and as the greater rtion of these securt- 
ties are held abro the Government will 
lose millions.

HOW M'CLURE REDUCED PAY. 
Streets Left Unswept Reported as 
Cleaned and Collection Made With- 
out. Complaint by Inspectors. 


The indignation of the day laborers em- 
ployed by Street Cleaning Contractor Henry 


Mueller, over the manner in which they | 


have been made the victims of the padrone 
system, has extended to the Itallans em- 
ployed regularly on the streets. First voiced 
by the few Americans hired by Mueller, the 
cry has spread until it appears to include 
everyone of the victims. 

There is quite a settlement of Italian 
street laborers on Valentine street, just be- 
low Fourth; another on Third, south of Val- 
entine, and anotber at Second and Plum. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter visited these 
neighborhoods and found the Italians there 
much wrought up. The story of one was the 
story of all, and the state of mind of each 
was indicated by what was said by Nick 
Costello, who has been a street laborer for 
three years, and Nicholas Rosa, whose 
period of service covers about the same 
time. 

Costello’s story, devoid of its dialectical ex- 
pression, was this: At first I got $1.50 a 
day. Then McClure, the  superinten- 
dent said: ‘Excuse me, but I can't 
pay any more than $1.25, and you must 
take that.’ Well, I worked at that until 
fourteen months ago, and then he said he'd 


give only $1. What could I do? I must live. 
cannot go out on the street and rob, get 
sent to the penitentiary and let my wife 


and children starve. But it is a shame. 


Every man has to work for $1. 

“And we don’t work only eight hours. 
Mostly we work ten, twelve hours. Last 
Thursday night we worked thirteen hours, 
and didn’t get any more than a dollar. When 
we work half a day we get half pay. I work 
at night and in the day, too. It's the same 
in the day as in the night. We ought to 
get some of the money that the city allowed 
us * 


Nick Rosa corroborated Costello as to the 
hours they were compelled to work, a 
matter that each expressed a willingness 
to make affidavit to, and the pitiful sum 
they received for each cays work. While 
Rosa was speaking, his wife interpolated a 
few remarks bearing upon the difficulty 


experienced by even a small family in eking | 


out a miserable existence upon $1 a day, 
without any assurance of the regularity of 
even that amount. The Italians who 
crowded around expressed approval of her 
remarks and also the hope that whoever 
was responsible should be speedily brought 
to account. 

The emphatic statements of Costello and 
Rosa that the day’s work required of the 
men exceeds eight hours alone furnish ma- 
terial for the promised investigation of the 
Padrone system. There is a city 
ordinance which declares that eight 
hours shall constitute a day’s labor on city 
work, and, while it is claimed that the col- 
lection of $1.50 a day for each $1 laborer 
has ceased, it is held that the violation of 
this ordinance is sufficient ground for the 
abrogation of the contract for street 
cleaning now’ held by Wade Bros. This 
contract has been sublet.to Henry Mueller, 
but the city can only deal with Wade Bros., 
with whom its contract was. drawn. 

There is another matter that should come 
within the purview of the investigators. It
